2. Kameshwar Prasad, the workman involved In this refer- 
ence, was originally appointed as a Sanitary Supervisor in this 
colFiery by the Bhulanbararee Coal Company Limited, the pie 
vious ownci His case is that after vesting of the management 
but bcfoie the nationalisation, he was appointed as a Store 
Supervisor m the colliery on April 14, 1972 After nationali- 
sation, a man-power list of the workmen in the colliery was 
piepared and sent to (he Bharat Coking Coal Limited for 
proper categorisation and gradation The Manager and the 
Agent of the colliery recommended that he should be given 
the supervisory grade and fixed in the scale of Rs 405 20- 
605-25-730 with a basic starting salary of Rs 405 per month 
This recommendation was also endorsed by the Sub-Aiea 
Manager who forwarded the list to the Chief, Industrial Rela- 
tions and Personnel Inspite of these recommendations, how 
ever, the General Manager refused to give proper categorisa- 
tion and gradation to him Ho then made several representa- 
tions and when these ended in smoke, he approached the 
Assistant Labour Commissioner (Central) for conciliation 
through the Collterv Mazdoor Sangh, of which he is a mem- 
b-r The Bharat Coking Coal Limited opposed categorisation 
and proper gradation during the course of conciliation pro 
ccedmgs also on thiee grounds, namely, (1) there was no 
sanctioned post of a Store Supervisor In the Bhulanbararee 
colliery , (2) the colliery had such a small store that there 
was no necessity also for the creation of a post of a Store

Supervisor, and (3) the colliery store was attached to the 
Sub-Area Sub-Store at Jealgora and a Store Supervisor was 
functioning at th p Sub Store. There being no common meeting 
point between the parties the conciliation proceedings ended 
in failuie , and in the wake of it, the Central Government, 
in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (d) of sub- 
section (1) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act has 
referred the following dispute for adjudication to this Tribu- 
nal, namely . — 

"Whether the management of Bhulanbararee Colliery of 
Messrs Bharat Coking Coal Limited, Post Office 
Pathcrdih, District Dhanbad are justified tn denying 
the grade of Rs 405-20-605-25-730 to Shri Kamesh- 
war Prasad, Store Supervisoi, with effect from 
14-4 1972 7 If not, to what relief is the woikman 
entitled 7” 

3 Usual 1 notices were issued to the parties requiring them 
to file their respective written statements. The workman filed 
his written statement on May 21, 1976 and the management 
filed their own written statement on May 26, 1976 The work- 
man filed his rejoinder to the written statement of the manage- 
ment on June 21 1976 and the management filed their re- 
joinder to the written statement of the workman on July 20, 
1976 The Bhulanbararee Coal Company Limited was also 
made a paity on October 26, 1976 but it has not filed any 
written statement 

4. The workman has pleaded in detail what has already 
been narrated above ; and has alleged that the refusal on the 
part of the management to give him supervkory grade ‘A’ 
smacks of victimisation and unfair labour practice because of 
his trade union activities ; and there is also discrimination in 
giving supervisory grade ‘A’ to some Store Supervisors and 
refusing the same to him and, therefore, the Tribunal should 
give him that grade restrospectively from April 14, 1972 
together with the difference of pay that has accrued due Since 
then 

5 The management has pleaded that Kameshwar Prasad was 
a Sanitary Supervisor in clerical grade II and was transferred 
to the store section in the same grade ; that he continued to 
work m the store section as a clerk in the same grade ; that 
the nature of his work was clerical and not supervisory , that 
there is no post of store supervisor in this colliery ; that the 
Sub-Area Manager did recommend that he should be given 
supervisory grade ‘A’ but the competent authority did not 
accept the recommendation because due to re-organisation 
there was no necessity for a post of store supervisor in the 
colliery ; that the real claim of Kameshwar Prasad is for 
promotion but that is a discretionary and managerial function 
and the Tribunal has hardly anything to do with it, except 
on proved mala Tides ; that there has been no unfair labour 
practice or victimisation ; that the reference is bad because 
the Bharat Coking Coal Limited was not In management, and 
was not the owner of the colherv on April 14, 1972 ; and 
that it has been wrongly made a party to the reference 

6 In his rejoinder, Kameshwar Prasad has alleged that he 
was in the supervisory grade as a Sanitary Supervisor and was 
in supervisory grade as a Store Supervisor also ; that he was 
never in any clerical grade in either of the two capacities and 
that it is not a case of seeking a promotion grade but a case 
of his being given the proper grade 

7 In their rejoinder, the management have traversed the 
grounds tak-n by Kameshwar Prasad and have reiterated the 
pleas taken by them 

8 Kameshwar Prasad examined himself as WW-1. He 
admitted that he was originally appointed in the colliery with 
the designation of Sanitary Supervisor, However, he stated 
that the Group Officer appointed him ns a Store-Purchase 
Supervisor on April 14, 1972 This statement of his appears 
to be patently untrue Ext W-3 is a letter dated April 3, 
1972 which R K Yashroy, the Agent of the mine, sent to 
the Group Officer forwarding an application of Kameshwar 
Prasad, Sanitary Supervisor, containing a prayer that he should 
be permitted to work in the Purchase Department of the 
colliery. While forwarding the application, R K Yashroy 
recommended that Kameshwar Prasad “is competent, experienc- 
ed and qualified for the supervisory post in the Purchase De- 
partment" Ext. W 4 is the office order dated April 14. 1972 
passed by S S Sharma, the Group Officer on the application 
of Kameshwar Prasad The order mentions that Kameshwar 
Prasad “will now be attached to Bhulanbararee store in the 
Stores-Purchase Department He will work under the control 
of the colliery manager and the agent ... , ThU then may 
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bo ireated as an appointment order posting Kameshwar Prasad 
in the Stores-Pmctiase Depaitmcnt. The word used is not 
‘appointed ' but “attached The Agent had recommended 
fot his posting on a supervisory post but the order of ap- 
pointment does not mention that he was so posted. It only 
mentions that he was attached to the Stores-Purchase Depart- 
ment, that is to say, he was to cany his own grade and was 
to continue to have his previous designation though he was to 
be attached to the Stores-Puichase Department for work there, 
it is too bad a claim, theretoie, on the part of Kameshwar 
Prasad to state that the Group Officer had appointed him as 
a otorcs-Pm chase Supervisor. This will become fuither clear 
tiom Ext. W-J which is a letter sent by S. S. Sharma, then 
Sub-Area Manager, to the Chief Industrial Relations and 
Personnel, on August 2, 1972 forwarding the application of 
Kameshwar Prasad for being granted a supervisory grade. The 
icttei mentions that that grade had been recommended by the 
Agent and Kam-shwar Prasad was already working in the 
Purchase-Stores Department in Supervisory cadre, with a basic 
ue'aiy of Rs. 247 per month. The Sub-Area Manager ends the 
idler by his own recommendation by saying “in view of re- 
commendation of the Manager and the Agent and nature 
of his job I also recommend that he mav be put in supcrvisoiy 
cade wnh basic starting salary of Rs, 405 in the scale of 
Ps. 405-20-605-25-730". It thus belies the stand of Kameshwar 
Prasad that he was appointed as a Store Supervisor. The 
documents only show that he was attached to that Department 
and the Manager and the Agent started calling him as a 
Store Supervisor and made recommendation that he should 
be git cn the supervisory Grade ‘A’. The Sub-Area Manager 
put ,n his own words of recommendation also but this grade 
and this designation was never given to him. 

y. inc second contcnuon of flic learned counsel lor 
iva^icsnvvur nasad is tnut ne nad been woiking uiroughuut 
oLoies-bupfcrvtsor and iL will be now too late to say that 
not a supervisor but a clerk.

iu\ are. Kamesuwar Piusad deposed that ins designation 

i,oi since April i4, 1972 has Been Stores-Purchase tsuper- 
,i,oi. C.rvv-r i. Ptasau, the Gotuery Manager, on me inner 
ntuta, deposed that Kameshwar Prasad was a clerk and not 
a ti.oies-oupcrvisor; and mueed, there was no post of a Stores- 
BUpci visor m the nhuluabararee Colliery at all; and the posts 
M btcics-hdpervtsor obtained only m Area Regional Stores 
and Suo-Aica Sub-Stoics. He furtUcr deposed mat the sanc- 
tioned strength of tlhulanbararee Colliery stores is four com- 
prising one Store-Keeper, two Storcs-Clerks and one Store 
Mazaoor, R. K. Yashroy had recommended that the auper- 
vijOiy grade should be given to Kameshwar Prasad which 
wouid mdicate that he was in the clerical grade; and had 
nc been already in the supervisory grade, there would have 
Keen no queution of a rccomendation for a grant of a super- 
visor grade. There are certainly certain documents which 
mention that Kameshwar ptasad was worknig as a Stores- 
Snpci visor. Ext. W-16 is a letter from the Sub-Area Manager 
to me Officer on Special Duty dated September 2b, ly/2. 

inis letter is in reply to certain information wanted by the 
U.o.D. in connection with the up-grading of Kameshwar 
Ptasad. lhc letter mentions that Kameshwar Prasad was 
wot tang as Supervisor and was making local purchase lor 
any to day requirements of the colliery and was maintaining 
recotds of the colliery stores. Ext. W-15 dated December 11, 
19/2 is a letter by the Chief Industrial Relations and Per- 
sonnel, calling for the bio-data of Kameshwar Prasad m 
connection of his representation. This letter mentions him 
as .-supei visor, Putchase Department. Ext. W-12 is the letter of 
me General Manager dated 20/26th February, 1973 to the 
Senior Industrial Relations Officer refusing to endorse the 
recommendation of the Sub-Area Manager for giving super- 
visory grade to Kameshwar Prasad. It mentions that he was 
working as a Sanitmy Supervisor and was transferred to th- 
icolliery Stores in the Stores-Puichase Department but there 
v.is no department like Stores and Purchase Department 
m the colliery, and all purchases were being made through 
rh- Purchase Department at Headquarters; that there arc 
only four clerks working in the colliery Stores; that Kamesh- 
war Prasad was one of these clerks: that he was not in-choree 
of stores; and in view of the impending re-organisa’ion scheme 
of Sub-Stores, some store materials and also some clerks of 
the colliery Stores will be declared surplus and Kameshwat 
praind d’d not deserve sunervi-orv erade and riiould not be 
promoted to that grade, as recommended by the Sub-Area 
Manager . This letter will thus show that within ten months 
of the attachment of Kameshwar Prasad in the colliery Stores, 
a superior officer was refusing to recognise him as a super- 
visor, Ext. W-6 is the final order of the Senior Industrial 


‘Relations Officer dated August 14, 1973 rejecting the re- 
commendation and the representation of Kameshwar Prasad 
for the supervisory grade. It _says that it was found that 
mere was no department like Stores-Purchase Department in 
the colliery; that purchase was done from the Stores-Purchase 
Department at Headquarters; that there were only four 
clerks working in the colliery Stores and he was one of 
.them; that he was not in-charge of stores; and in view of 
the impending re-organisation, even his services may not be 
required in the colliery Stores, and in the circumstances, it 
was not possible to consider his case for up-grading. Ext, 
W-17 is a letter dated February 5, 1974 from the Manager 
to Kameshwar Prasad, in which he has been addressed as 
Store-Purchase Supervisor. Ext. M-7 is an Officer Order 
dated August 23, 1974 mentioning him as S'orc-Supcrvisor. 
Ext. W-l is a letter from the Director (Personnel) dated 
November 23. 1974 enclosing a list of man-power of the 
colliery. In this list, at serial No. 131, Kameshwar Prasad is 
mentioned ns a Store-Supervisor. Ext, W-2 is his bio-data 
which also mention him as such. Ext. W-8 is an Office 
Order dated February 24, 1975 which directs that he had 
been mentioned inadvertently as Stores-Supcrvisor though he 
had been performing the duties of a Store-Keeper and not 
Store-Supervisor and lhat the old records revealed that he had 
been only a clerk attached to the Stores and that henceforth 
he will Fe designated as Store-Keeper. I have summoned up 
the oi al and the documentary evidence. The resume will 
show that Kameshwar Prasad was not appointed as a S’orc- 
Supervisor; he wao only attached to the colliery store; he 
has been mentioned in some official correspondence as Store- 
Supervisor; recommendations were made for such a desig- 
nation and for the grant of a supervisory grade; representa- 
tions were also made bv Kameshwar Prasad for the same 
purpose; such recommendation and representation were re- 
jected hv the final authority, that inspite of it he was men- 
tioned as Store-Supervisor; that when the man-power fist 
was prepared, he was again shown as store-supervisor although 
his repre°enta!ion had been reject"d much cat Her; and that 
even though he might have been designated as Store-Super- 
visor inadvertently, the position was clarified subsequently. 
T, Prasad has explained that the man-power list was w rough' 
prepared mentioning him as a Store-Supervisor and that it 
escaped scrutiny at that time and there appears to be sub- 
stance in his statement. Tt is we1l- c ettled that in deciding 
the status of an employee, his designation Is not decisive; and 
what determines his status is a consideration of the nature 
of duties and function assigned to him. 

10. In Mav & Baker (India) Ltd. vs, Their Workmen, 
1961 (II) LLJ. 94, the Supreme Court laid significance on 
“main’’ duties by using the word ‘mainly’. In Sjuth Indian 
Bank Ltd. vs. V. A. R. Chacke (1964) 5 S.CR. 625 also, 
emphasis was laid on the ‘principal and main’ duties. In 
Ananda Bazar Patrika (Private) I td. vs Tts woikmen. 1°69 
(II) LU. 670, the Supreme Court enunciated the same prin- 
ciple by stating : 

“The principle which should be followed in deciding the 
question whether a person is employed in a supervisory capa- 
city or on clerical work is that if a person is mainly doing 
supervisory work but incidentally or for a fraction of the 
time also does some clerical work it would have to be held 
that he is employed in supervisory capacity, and conversely, 
if the main work done is of clerical nature, the mere fact 
that some supervisory duties are also carried out incidentally 
or as a small fraction of the work done hy him will not 
convert his employment as a clerk into one in supervisory 
capac.tv.” In that case, Gupta, the employee concerned, was 
doing the principal work of maintaining and writing Cash 
Book and preparing returns. He was incharge of the Provi- 
dent Fund Section and was given a small amount of central 
over the other clerks working in his section. The only powers 
he could exerc se over them was to allocate work between 
them and to remit them to leave diurng office hours, and 
to recommend Iheir leave applications. These few minor 
duties of a supei visory nature were held not to convert his 
office of clerk into that of a supervisor. Sec also Burmah 
Shri! Oil Storage & Distribution Co of Tndin T td. vs Burmah 
Shell Mnnagcincn Staff Association 1970 (TT) I LJ. 590 S.C. 

11. It is in the llRht of the above law that we have to 
find out as to wha; was the naure of work of Kameshwar 
Prasad, whether it was clerical or supervisory. If it _ was 
clerical, he can have no grievance. The question of giving 
him a supervisory grade will arise only if he was working 
as a supervisor. In paragraph 17 of his written statement he 
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has given a catelogue of his duties; (1) to supetvise the 
duties of under staff in the Store and control them, (.2 ) to 
prepare and pass the bills, 13) 10 keep the account of male- 
iuls kept m the Store and its disposal, (4) to miange for 
keeping the materials in the Store and maintenance of re- 
coids thereof, (5) to supervise condition of lhe materials in 
the Store, (6) to anange for sale and purchase of the ma- 
terials etc. and other supervisory job. In his deposition, ho 
staled that it was his duty to see that proper, entries about 
the stole materials W“ic made in the ledgers, (2) to requisi- 
tion matenals which were in short supply, (3) to maintain 
registci of local purchases, (4) to put up suppliers bdl for 
sanction, (5) to see whether matenals issued iiom the store 
wue propeily endorsed in the store registers, and (6) to 
supervise the work of the staff in the store. In cross-exami- 
nation, he admitted that the posting of entries is the job of 
a Store-Keeper; that the used only to prepare a list of materials 
to be requisitioned and orders for requisition used to be 
obtained ftom the Manager; that if any particular matetials 
were not supplied to the Colliery Store by the Area Regional 
Stoic or the Sub-Area Sub-Store, he used to make local 
purchases after obtaining the order of the manager and that 
all suppliers bills used to bo passed by the Manager himself. 
He then stated that there was a written order that he would 
supervise the wotk of other staff and that he had filed a 
copy of that order but no such copy is on the record. His 
evidence is mtciested and tained. He could have examined 
any of his cnllcgues in support of his testimony. T. Prasad, 
the Colliery Manager deposed that all the clerks in the 
Stores including Kameshwar Prasad were under his direct 
supervision and the work of none was being supervised by 
Kameshwar Prasad. The keeping of books of account, the 
making of entries in ledger, the issue of material, the pur- 
chase of materials locally, the preparation of list for re- 
quisition. the submission of list and requisition slips for 
orders are all clerical work and no element of supervision 
Is involved. A clerk is a person employed to keep records or, 
account or to have charge of correspondence and the like 
and clerical work is such as would be expected to be done 
by such an employee Clerical work connotes routine work 
which docs not require any material amount of Initiative ini 
its performance, as the employee entrusted wi'h such work 
is not required to perform any duties of a supervisory, direc- 
tional or controlling nature. The purchase of material for 
the stores, the submission of reports and the like w<-rc being 
performed under the direction of the manager and without any 
Independent initiative on his own part. These are predominate 
clerical work. Nomenclature is not decisive or determinative, 
The pith and substance is the nature of duties and these to 
my mind, were clerical. 

12. Kameshwar Prasad was in Grade IT of the clerical^ 
staff which had a pay scale of Rs, 205-7-275-10-325. The 
corresponding scale in the supervisory grade is Grade 'D' which 
has a c cale of Rs. 205-7-147-10-337. These grades have since 
then been revised by the National Coal Wage Agreement 
which came into force on Tamiarv 1. 1075 The corresponding 
Grade II clerical is now Rs, 378-1 R-522-24-570 and the corres- 
ponding supervisory Grade ‘D’ is Rs 378-18-522-23-614.1' 
Kameshwar Prasad wanH to skip over one grade in the clerical 
grade and two grades in one iump in the supervisory grade 
Since I have held that he is in the clerical grade, the manage- 
ment cannot be said to be unjustified in refusing to give him 
supervisory grade. 

13. Mv award is that the management of the Bhulnnbararee 
Colliery are justified in denying the grade claimed by Kamesh- 
wa 1 - Prasad.

The Central Government, in exercise of the poweis con- 
ferred by clause (d) of sub-section (1) of section 10 of Lhe 
Industrial Disputes Act has referred the followir.g disputes

Tata-Robins-Fraser Limited, Contractor, Coal Wash- 
ing Plant, Jamadoba, Post Office Jamadoba, Dictjat 
Dhanbad, in stopping Shri Rashbihari Biswas, Dm or 
from his work with effect from the 24th December, 
1973 is justified 7 ff not, to what relief is the con-

II. Whether the management of Messrs Tata-Robins- 
Fraser Limited, Contractor, Coal Washing Plant, 
Jamadoba, Post Office Jamadoba, District Dhanbad, 
are justified in not implementing the Wage Board 
recommendations on coal mining industry 7 If not 
to what relief are the concerned workmen entitled 
and from what date 7” 

2. Usual notices were issued to the parties lo file their 
respective written statements. Messrs Tata-Robins-Fiaser 
Limited filed their written statement on May 17, 1976 and 
the Congress Mazdoor bangh filed their written statement- 
cum-rejotndcr on July 24, 1976. Messrs Tata-Robins-F laser 
Limited filed their rejoinder to the written statement of the 
Congress Mazdoor Sangh on August 28, 1976. 

3. The case of the Congress Mazdoor Sangh is that Tata- 

Robins-Fraser Limited were tho contractors of Messts Tala 
Iron and Steel Company Limited for the erection and com- 
missioning of TISCO’s Coal Washery at Jamadoba ; that 
Rashbihari Biswas was a Driver appointed by Tata-Robins- 
Fraser Limited but he was retrenched on December 24, 1973 
without notice ; that his retrenchment is void for non-com- 
pliance with the mandatory provision of Section 25F of th- 
Industry although they were bound to do so; and hence 

not paid wages to their workmen in accordance with uhe tc- 

commendations of the Central Wage Board for Coal Mining 

Industry although they were bound to do so; and hcrce 

Rashbihari Biswas should be reinstated with full back wages 
and wages in accordance with the recommendations of (he 
Central Wage Board be also paid to all the workmen with 
retrospective effect from their respective dates of appoint- 
ment 

4. The case of Tata-Robins-Fraser Limited is that the Con- 
gress Mazdoor Sangh is not entitled to raise ary industrial 
dispute on behalf of the workmen as it is not a representative 
body and is not a recognised union ; that no resolution was 
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passed by the workmen authorising the President or ary other 
office-bearer of the Sangh to raise any such dispute , that 
Tata-Robins-Fraser Limited were only contractors of TISCO 
for the erection and commissioning of the Coal Washing 
Plant and vvere not owners of either any coal mine or the 
coal washery and. therefore, the appropriate Government 
competent to make the lefercnce is the State Government of 
Bihar and not the Central Government, that Tata Robins- 
Frascr Limited only appointed temporary and casual woih- 
men for the executiqn of the contract , that the contract was 
completed and the washery was handed over to the TISCO in 
September, 1973 , that a general notice was issued mfoiming 
all the workmen about the likely completion of the work and 
likely termination of their services , that Rashbihan Biswas 
was also inforhied about the same , and that on his request, 
a separate notice was also given to him that his service will 
stand, terminated, with effect from December 24, 1973 , that 
retrenchment compensation and other benefits were duly paid 
to him at the time of retrenchment , that recommendations of 
the Wage Board have no statutory force , that Tata Robirs 
Fraser Limited pay wages under the Minimum Wages Act, 
that the Wage Board recommendations have no application 
and are not binding and hence the reference should be ans- 
wered In their favour. 

5 In their rejoinder, the Congress Mazdoor Sangh have 
taken the stand that the appropriate Government competent

6 In their rejoinder, Tata-Robins-Fraser Limited have 
traversed the pleas taken by the Congress Mazdoor Sangh 
and have reiterated their own pleas 

7 Inspite of several adjournments, the Congress Mazdoor 
Sangh has cho en to remain absent The Sangh was absent 
on November 24, 1976, and again on November 30, 1976 
A last chance was given on December 30, 1976 but it again 
remained absent on Jauary 7, 1977 and again on January 
14, 1977, with the result that the reference had proceeded 
exparate against it 

8 The evidence given by L M Parvatiyar MW 1, per- 
sonnel Manager of Tata-Robins-Fraser Limited shows that 
the Company had taken a contract from TISCO foi erecting 
ard commissioning the project for extention of TISCO’s Coal 
Washery at Jamadoba The company employed purely tem- 
porary workmen for execution of this contract lhe con- 
tract was completed towards the close of September, 1973 
and the Washery was handed over to the TISCO on the ba-

AWARD 


This is a reference made by the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Labour vide its' order No I -12012/89/74- 
DII/A dated the 15th May 1975 for the adjudication of the 
following industrial dispute . 

“Whether the action of the management of Punjab 
National Bank, in terminating the services of Shn 
C L Chawla, Assistant Cashier, Punjab National 
Bank, Gandhi Bagh Branch, Nagpur is justified? If 
not, to what relief is the said workman entitled?”, 

2 It is not disputed that Shn C L Chawla, Assistant 
Cashier was on 13-2-1973 working as a receiving cashier 
at Gandhi Bagh Branch, Nagpur On that day Shn R M. 
Sorakhe Bill Clerk, prepared a voucher for Rs 135 98 in 
payment of B O Goraya bill Shn Chawla received that 
amount on the basis of the said voucher and made an entry 
tn his cash leccipt register Later the same day it was dis- 
covered that the deposit so made by the party was in excess 
of Goraya bill Shn R M Sorakhe incharge of bill section 
advised Shn Chawla to coirect the previous voucher by mak- 
ing it for Rs 133 94 only or to accept a fresh voucher for 
the said amount which Sltn Sorakhe had piepared Shn 
Chawla refused to do so He did not heed to the oral advise, 
Tcfused to accept the written order, entered Into a discussion 
with the Manager and even after accepting the written order 
refused to comply with it 

3 On 23-2 1973 there was again a clash between him and 
the manager on the question of distribution of woik and 
handing over of the charge resulting in his suspension Shn 
V Sndhar was appointed as Enquiry Officer He conducted 
(he enquiry and submitted his leport After the second show 
cause notice the service of Shn Chawla was terminated By 
an order dated 28 10-1976 this Tribunal held that there was 
no procedural irregularity committed in the conduct of the 
enquiry which could be said to have caused materia] preju- 
dice in the defence of the delinquent No case was made out 
for the parties being given an opportunity to lead evidence 
before this Tribunal When the case was taken up for final 
arguments parties stated that they did not want to adduce 
any oral evidence on the remaining disputod points 

4 Managements’ case is that repeated refusal of the 
delinquent to disobey the lawful orders of the manager on 
13-2-1973 was subversive of the discipline It put the custo- 
mer to inconvenience and brought disrepute to the Bank 
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J. On 23-2-1973 the Manager of the Branch issued an 
office order directing that the head cashier and Shri Chawla 
^should manage the cash work because Shri V, P. Mangal- 
' vaidya was deputed for depositing the cash in Reserve Bank. 
The Office Order was sent to Shri Chawla through Janardhan 
Choudhafy but he refused to accept the same. He was then 
ordered in writing to leave the cash job and hand over 
charge to the cashier. He refused to accept this letter also. 
The Manager then went to his seat and asked him to hand- 
over the cash to the Head Cashier. He refused to do so and 
created a scene talking in rude and insulting manner. Aftei 
obtaining telephonic sanction the Manager suspended him. 

6. The case of Shri Chawla delinquent is that with res- 
pect to the incident of 13-2-1973 the voucher for Rs. 135.98 
had been received by him after being passed by the supervi- 
sor and the Manager. He felt that he could not correct it. 
- Only the Manager could do so. He felt that he may come 

to trouble by so coirecting the voucher on the oral or even 
on the written instructions of the Manager. It was not within 
the competence of the Asstt. Cashier to temper with it or with 
the entries already made in the cash book. 

7. With respect to the second Incident of 23-2-1973 the 
case of the delinquent workman is that he was given to under- 
stand that no action will be taken if he regretted his action 
in writing. He did so considering his own family difficulties. 

8. The enquiry and the final order of termination are 
alleged to have been vitiated due to the following illegalities : 

(1) Delinquent was not informed by the Management 
before suspending that it desired to hold disciplinary 
proceedings against him ; 

(si) Manager was not competent to either suspend or 
sign the charge sheet ; 

(iii) Enquiry officer relied upon the documents which 
were not on record ; 

(iv) He misinterpreted delinquent's regret letter dated 
11-3-1973 and the second charge could not be held 
as proved on the basis of that letter of regret which 
was obtauiLj f rum the delinquent on the basis of 
assurance that Management would take no action ; 

(v) It was again bad because the said letter of regret 
did not constitute an admission of guilt ; 

(vi) Findings of Enquiry Officer are perverse ; and 

(vli) Punishment was too harsh in as much as the extenua- 
ting circumstances of long faithful service were 
not taken into consideration. 

The Management has denied all these factual allegations end 
legal inferences. 

9. While closing the arguments learned counsel for the 
Management argued that in any case Shri Chawla could not 
be reinstated because he has crossed tho age of superannua- 
tion. Learned counsel for Shri Chawla raised a contest on 
this point and after a few hours of the close of arguments 
Shri Chawla filed a certificate showing his date of birth as 
8th August, 1920 and thereby trying to show that he has 
not yet crossed the age of superannuation. Managements’ 
counsel was informed of this fact and was requested to pro- 
duce anything in rebuttal by the following day on which I 
was to leave Nagpur but no document was produced from 
his side. Management has not cared to send any document 
in rebuttal. However, the certificate produced by Shri Chawla 
is also an unproved document and cannot therefore be con- 
sidered. 

10. The first question for decision Is whether the Manage- 
ment complied with the directions contained in clause 19.11 
of Bipartite Settlement which can be reproduced as follows : 

"When it is decided to take any disciplinary action 
against an employee such decision shall be com- 
municated to him within three days thereof". 

This is clearly a directory provision, It does not lay down 
the consequences of the default. The time limit of three 
days is an approximate limitation intended to be followed in 
spirit rather than in hours and minutes. S. I7n) of Indus- 
trial Disputes Act provides that the Award shall be pub- 
lished within 30 davs but the Supreme Court held that 
provision to be only directory and said that the award shall 
not be Invalid even if it is published beyond that prescribed 
period of thirty days fiSee Remington Rand of India Versus 
The Workmen AIR 1968 S.C. 224; There are other similarly 


decided cases e.g. Prakash Chandra Maheshwari Vs. Zila 
Panshad Muzaltarnagar AIR 1971 S.C, 1696 (1703), 

Mazoorkhan Vs. State of U.P. AIR 1973 S.C. 2548 (2550- 

51)]. 

11. The whole idea behind this clause appears to be to 
minimise the period and agony of workman’s suspense. This 
is a vigil introduced against Lhe callous practices of suspend- 
ing a workman and then sleeping over the further action for 
which many times the Management finds itself in a position 
of inability to frame a charge on cool thinking. In the 
present case it is true that there is no evidence that such 
decision with respect to the incident of 13/2/1973 was com- 
municated within three days but the communication was 
definitely made without loss of unreasonable time. 

12. From document No. 2 (of the Management) dated 
21/2/1973 addressed to the Manager it is clear that the ap- 
pointing authority took a decision vide it's letter No. NO/S/ 
33/1106 dated 21/2/1973 that Chawla should be served with 
a charge sheet, obviously for the incident which took place 
on 13/2/1973. Draft charge sheet forms it’s enclosure. A 
reference to it has been made in the letter to the senior Re- 
gional Manager sent by the Manager of the Branch on 
23/2/1973 (Document No. 4 of the Management). A letter 
document No, 2 posted from Bombay must have reached 
Nagpur and delivered at the Branch on 22nd or 23rd Febru- 
ary 1973. Document No. 4 mentioned that the charge sheet 
was not served upon the delinquent till 23/2/1973. In reply 
to Branch Manager's letter dated 23/2/1973 (Document No. 

4) the Senior Regional Manager wrote back to him on 
28/2/1973 (Document 9) to serve the charge sheet imme- 
diately. It was then that the draft charge Bheet received as 
enclosure to document No. 2 was copied out as a charge dated 
2/3/1973 relating to the incident of 13/2/1973, signed by 
the Manager and was served upon Shri Chawla (Document 
5A). 

13. It is thus clear that decision to prosecute was not com- 
municated within 3 days. Management took 9 days time 
(including 2 days time spent in transit) to serve the charge 
sheet and thereby to communicate the decision. It is said 
that this decision was orally communicated to him on 23rd 
February itself when he was suspended. There is no evidence 
to that effect otherwise it should have found mention in docu- 
ment No. 3 addressed by the Manager to Shri Chawla on 
that date. However, as discussed above this 4 days’ delay 
beyond the prescribed period of 3 days (after giving margin 
to the days required for the transit of the letter from Bombay 
to Nagpur) is not material and It has not materially or for 
the matter of that has not in any way affected Shri Chawla’* 
defence adversely nor has It caused any prejudice whatsoever 
to him, hence it is inconsequential. 

14. Enclosure to document 5A goes to show that on 2nd 
March, 1973 the charge sheet for the incident of 23/2/73 
was also served upon Shri Chawla on that date. Decision to 
serve such charge sheet was taken on 28/2/1973 (Document 

5) by the competent authority and It was served upon Shri 
Chawla within three davs on 2/3/1973. Thus with respect 
to the second charge sheet there was literal compliance of 
the provisions of clause 19.11 of Bipartite Settlement. This 
point raised by Shri Chawla has therefore no force. 

15. The second point is whether the Branch Manager wa» 
competent to suspend and sign the charge-sheet. The afore- 
said documents show that the Branch Manager acted on 
the direction of the Senior Regional Manager. Document 
No, 4 shows that permission to suspend had been given by 
the Senior Regional Manager and Document No. 2 with it’s 
enclosure shows that charge for the incident of 13/2/1973 
was also framed by the Regional Mapager. Branch Manager 
was directed to serve the charge vide document No. 5. Ac- 
cordingly to the circular No. 685 dated 29/4/1967 Divisional 
Manager of the area is competent to take such actions and 
to pass the final order on the domestic enquiry reports. 
Regional Manager Is the same thing as Divisional Manager. 

16. It has been held in Bareshwar Chakravarty Vs. L. N, 
Kaula ATR 1957 All 671 that when order of suspension is 
passed by another officer with the approval of competent 
authority the suspension is vaffd, Accordingly the suspen- 
sion order passed bv the Branch Manager after seeking the 
approval of Senior Regional Manager was a valid order. 

17. Itt fact the charge sheets should have been signed bv 
tbe punishing authority and not bv the Branch Manager who 
was not competent to punish the delinquent workman. How- 
ever that only creates an irregularity which will not vitiate 
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the enquiry unless material prejudice is alleged and proved. 
In a case where punishing authority omitted to frame charge 
but lelt it on the enquiry officer to do so, it was held by 
Kerala High Court in Gopinath Nayar Vs. State AIR 1960 
Ker. 63 that it was no ground for invalidating the final order. 
There is no good ground to think that it is the essence of 
reasonable opportunity or natural justice that punishing 
authority must frame and sign the charge. (Sec G, Valayya 
Pantulu Vs, State of Andhra Pradesh AIR 19J8 AP 240). 
It is only a directory rule of caution against misuse of powers 
not vested as was held in Nelankanta Iyer Vs, State of Kerala 
AIR 1960 Ker. 279. In the present case neither there is 
any allegation nor proof of material prejudice. This irregu- 
larity is therefore not sufficient to vitiate the order of termi- 
nation. 

18. Learned counsel for Shri Chawla has not been able to 
show as to which was the alleged document, not on record, 
on which the Enquiry Officer relied. The point raised by 
the workman thus stands unsubstantiated. 

19. The next point is about the character and effect of 
regret letter dated 11/3/1973 which is Management’s docu- 
ment No. 6. The letter when read as a whole seems to 
speak of unequivocal admission of guilt with respect to both 
the incidents. Relevant portions indicative of unequivocal 
acceptance of guilt may be reproduced as follows 

“I feel that there had been serious lapses on my part 
too, which had let to the developments of 13/2/1973 
and 23/2/1973. I deeply regret the (apses on my 

part I lost my balance and behaved 

in such a manner I assure that given 

opportunity, i shall exhibit this realisation in no 
uncertain turn (terms) and avoid recurrence qf any 

such lapse in future condone my 

lapses.” 

20. Now whereas the admission of guilt was with respect 
to both the offences the enquiry officer seems to have accepted 
the admission only with respect to the second incident of 
23/2/1973 and acted upon it while he took evidence with 
respect to the first incident. This did not mean violation 
of the principle of admissions to be accepted or rejected 
as a whole because the whole admission with respect to one 
whole incident, which was not corelated to the other incident 
in any way except that both exhibited attitude of persistent 
disobedience, was accepted. No reason has been given by 
the enquiry officer for doing so yet even if such dualism 
was not supported by reasons it did not constitute an unjusti- 
fied approach serious enough to vitiate the findings. In any 
case one portion of admission has been further substantiated 
by evidence. 

21. As for the first incident of 13/2/1973 it is necessary 

to examine whether the order was legal or justified because 
illegal, unlawful or unjustified order need not be obeyed. 
Workman's difficulty was about his power to correct the 
voucher which had been passed by the supervisor and the 
Branch Manager. One could understand that the employee 
apprehanded trappings in oral orders to do the correction 
but no sooner he was given orders in writing the delinquent 

had no valid excuse for refusing to do as desired. Shri 

Chawla could not then be imputed with any guilty animus 
to retain the money with him or do something undesirable 
bv such correction. The order in writing did not direct him 
to commit forgery of valuable security etc. It simply wanted 
him to correct an arithmatical error. It was not a direction 
to commit a crime. Such an order could not therefore be 
said to be illegal or unlawful. 

22. Similarly the order so given could not be said to be 

unjustified one. The Manager wanted to help the customer 
bv prompt refund of money paid in excess. Such a step 

would have helped in winning over more customers and was 

therefore a step in aid of Bank’s business There was there- 
fore no valid excuse available for Shri Chawla to persist in 
disobeying the written order even if that would have amounted 
to departure from certain practice or norm though neither 
practice nor any such norm to the contrary is proved. 

23 With respect to the incident of 23/2/J973 there seems 
to be no justification for raising sn objection to the lawful 
nod reasonable redistribution of work when one of the Assis- 
tant Cashier was deputed to go to the Reserve Bonk for 
depositing money. There is no allegation tEat such distribu- 


tion of work was not within the powers of the Manager. It 
was the height of indiscipline to refuse to accept the order 
and refuse to handover cash as directed. Both the times it 
was not one single lapse or accidental refusal. It was a case 
of persistent refusal which almost paralysed the Bank work- 
ing. There was no inadvertence in the act. It was a wilful 
conduct in utter disregard of discipline and bank business 
interests. This misconduct was of grossest nature requiring 
most severe penalty so as to have some sobering effect on 
all other employees besides weeding out such an undesir- 
able employee. 

24. It is true that Shri Cl. iwla pleaded regrets and very 
vaguely pleaded his family circumstances which disturbed his 
balance of mind. We do not know exactly what family cir- 
cumstances troubled him so vigorously that he became an 
abnormally shaken man. Moreover as was put to him his 
conduct of disobedient and defiant character was not an ex- 
ceptionally occasional freak of nature but had persi ted un- 
reasonlly over a long period. In his letter of regret in 1973 
he pleaded that he had put in 17 years of service with the 
Bank which means that he came in employment sometime 
in 1956 and the first act of defiant conduct was noted on 
22-7-1957 i.e. within about 1-1/2 years of service or soon 
after confirmation. Since then several such acts were recorded 
by the Management and Shri Chawla had no satisfactoiy 
explanation to give. Tf the pleaded but not proved extenuat- 
ing circumstances lost their weight in the anviety of the 
Management to weed out such a defiant character, the deci- 
sion cannot be said to be so unreasonable as to call for an 
intervention bv the Tribunal in exeicise of powers under 
Section 11-A of the Industrial Disputes Act. 

25. It is, therefore, held that the termination order passed 
bv the Management was not unjustified one. Reference is 
answered accordingly.

AWARD 

The Central Government, in exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by clause (d) of sub-section (1) of Section 10 of 
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the Industrial Disputes Act has referred the following dispute 
for adjudication to this Tribunal, namely : — 

“Whether the termination of services of Shri K N. 
Chaubey, Assistant Inspector, New India Assurance 
Company, Limited, Patna with effect from the 7th 
Maich, 1974 was justified 7 If not, to what relief 
is the said workman entitled ?’’ 

2. Usual notices were issued requiring the parties to file 
their respective written statements. K, N. Chaubey, the 
workman involved in this reference, filed his written state- 
ment on June 23, 1976. The New India Assurance Company 
Ltd., Patna (hereinafter referred to as the company) filed 
its written statement on July 30, 1976. The workman filed 
his rejoinder to the written statement of the company on 
August 25, 1976. 

3. The case ot the workman is that he was intnaliy 
appointed us an ottice peon by the Howrah Assurance Com- 
pany Limited with efiect from April 1, 1971 on a salary of 
Rs. 150 per month. The General Insurance business was 
nationalised on May 13, 1971 and then the Howrah Assu- 
rance Company was merged in the company, with Head- 
quarters at Bombay, on November 1, 1973, The Assistant 
branch Manager, basuram Branch, issued a letter dated 
Novenibci 19, 19/1 directing him to work as an Assistant 
Inspector instead of office peon on a reduced salary of 
Rs. 100 per month. This order, accordmg to him, is the 
result of unfair labour practice because he does not possess 
appropriate educational qualification for the post of Assistant 
Inspector and also because it carries a lesser salary than 
the sahuy of an office peon. He made represents “ion 3 against 
the injustice done to him but instead of redressing his grie- 
vance, the Deputy Manager terminated his services with effect 
from March 7, 1974 without assigning any reason therefor. 
He alleges that the older terminating his services is illegal 
because he was afforded no opportunity to show cause against 
it and because it is the result of unfair labour practice and 
mai.ffides. He has also aveired Ihut in case it amounts to 
retrenchment, then also it is bad for non compliance with 
the provisions of Section 25F of the Industrial Disputes Act 
as no retrenchment compensation was paid to him. He fur- 
ther says that he raised an industrial dispute with the company 
and subsequently approached the Assistant Labour Commis- 
sioner (Central) lor conciliation but that < ruled in failure. 
While the failure report was under consideration of the 
Central Government, the Company offered to reinstate him 
by its letter dated November 25, 1974. Since, however, the 
offer was vague, he asked for clarification ami it was ex- 
plained to him that he would he taken back as a peon and 
the period ot unernnloymrnt would be treated os period of 
leave due or as advance leave against future accrual. He 
submitted his joining report on July 11, 1975 under protest. 
The company, however, went back upon its offer informing 
him that he will be treated as a new entrant from the data 
of joining His praver therefore, is that the termination 
ot service be held tn be illegal and uniustjfled and he should 
be reinstated on his original post from the date of termina- 
tion with continuity of service and with full back wages and 
other monetary benefits. 

4. The case of 'the Company is that his mitlal appointment 
as an olhcc peon was purely temporary and was subject to 
me approval ot the Head Ollice of the Howrah insurance 
Company. I he Head Office ultimately did not sanction the 
temporary post and it automatically amounted to termina- 
tion of his service. He, however, requested the company 
to save hurt from unemployment and it is in these circum- 
stances, that the post oi an Assistant Inspector on the reduced 
salary of Rs. 100 per month was given to him on the con- 
dition that he will procure a nominal premium Jncome of 
Rs. 1000 per month. It is alleged that the workman did 
not object to his appointment as an Assistant Inspector on 
a reduced salary and it was no longer open lo him to attri- 
bute unfair labour practice or malalldes on the part of the 
Company. His services were terminated on March 7, 1974 
by giving him one month’s salary in lieu of notice became 
ho failed to collect the requisite premium as stipulated in 
the conditions of his service. No enquiry v/as held as the 
termination was termination simpliciter in terms of the cont- 
ract of employment and no punitive action was taken for 
any act of misconduct. It is then alleged that he was neither 
confirmed as a peon nor as an Assistant Inspector. It is 
then alleged that the workman is not a workman under Sec- 
tion 2 (b) of the Indusrial Disputes Act and, therefore, there 
can be no industrial dispute which can be referred to this 


Tribunal for adjudication, It ia then averred that the Com- 
pany by its letter dated November 25, 1974 gave him a fresh 
appointment as a Peon on a salary ot Rs. 100 per month 
but the workman made a demand for payment of arrears 
which could not be agreed to. It is also said that the 
workman accepted the appointment us a Peon by his ietiei 
dated July 11, 1975 and, therefore, the dispute if any is no 
longer a subsisting dispute which can require adjudication. 
Lastly it is alleged that the workman had not mised any 
industrial dispute with the Company and, therefore, the Cent- 
ral Government was not competent to make the reference. 

5. In his rejoinder, the workman has alleged that the 
initial appointment was not temporary but was only subject 
to approval of the Head Office. It is denied that he made 
any request to save him from unemployment. It is denied 
that he is not a workman. It is also alleged that an indus- 
trial dispute was raised with the company before he sought 
the assistance of the Assistant Labour Commissioner for con- 
ciliation in the matter. 

6. A preliminary point, though not taken in the written 
statement, was raised by the representative of the Company 
at the time of arguments to the effect that the order of refe- 
rence was invalid in asmuchas the Central Government had 
on a previous occasion refused to refer the dispute for 
adjudication and there was no material on record to show 
what persuaded the Government ultimately to do so. In the 
State of Madras vs. C. P. Sarathy, AIR 1953 SC. 53, the 
Supreme Court held on construction of Section 10(1) of the 
industrial Disputes Act that the function of the Central 
Government thereunder is an administrative function. It was 
so held presumably because the Government cannot go Into 
the merits of the dispute, its function being only to refer 
such a dispute for adjudication so that the industrial relations 
between the employer and his employees may not continue 
to remain disturbed and the dispute may be resolved through 
a judicial process as speedly as possible. In the light of 
the nature of the function of the Government and the object 
for which the power is conferred on it, it would be difficult 
to hold that once the Government has refused to refer, it 
cannot change its mind on reconsideration of the matter 
cither because new facts have cotne to light or because it 
had mis understood the existing facts or for any other rele- 
vant consideration and decides to make the reference. Such 
11 view has been taken by the High Courts of Andhra Pradesh, 
Madras, Allahabad, Rajasthan, Punjab and Madhya Pradesh. 
See G. Ourumurthy vs. RamuJu, 1958(1) Lab. L.J. 20; 
Vasudeva vs. State of Mysore, 1963(11) Lab. L.J. 717; Rawal- 
pindi Victory Transport Company (P) Ltd. vs. State of 
Punjab, 1964 (I) Lab.L.J. 644; Champion Cycle Industries 
vs State of U.P. 1964(1) L1J. 724; Goodyear (India) Limited 
vs. Industrial Tribunal, 1968 (II) Lab.L.J. 682 and Rewa 
Coal Fields Limited vs. Industrial Tribunal, AIR 1969 M.P. 
174. Ttie reason given in these decisions is that the function 
of the Government either under Section 10(1) of the Central 
Act or a similar provision m a State Act being administrative, 
principles such as res-judicata applicable to judicial acts do 
not apply and such a principle cannot be imported for a 
consideration when the Government first refuses to refer and 
later changes its mind. In Western India Watch Co. vs. Its 
Workman, AIR 1970 SC. 1205, the Supreme Court, referring 
to this matter observed : 

“In fact, when the Government refuses to make a reference 
it does not exercise its power; on the other hand it refuses to 
exercise its power and it is only when it decides to refer 
that it exercises its power. Consequently, the power to refer 
cannot be said to have been exhausted when it has declined 
to make a reference at an earlier stage. There is thus a 
considerable body of judicial opinion according to which 
so long as an industrial dispute exists or is apprehended and 
the Government is of the opinion that it is so, the fact that 
it had earlier refused to exercise its power does not preclude 

it from exercising it at a later stage ” In Binny 

Limited vs. Their Workmen 1972 (I) LU. 478, the Supreme 
Court held that “under Section 10U), a reference may be 
made at any time whenever the appropriate Government is 
of opinion that any industrial dispute exists or is apprehended. 
At any rate the point could only be canvassed either in a 
proceeding to which the Government was a party or in one 
where the Court was in possession of all the available mate- 
rial relating to tlie dispute. In the absence of such material 
the point must be decided against the appellant. In onr 
view the further submission that the order of reference must 
on the face of it show what impelled the Government to 
depart from its earlier decision and that in the absence there- 
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of tbe Court mutt bold that there were no reason* for such 
a change of opinion is without any force." 

7. In the instant case, Ext. M-10 is a letter from the 
Government of India, Ministry of Labour, dafed December 
26, 1974 to the address, of the Company, a copy of which 
was also sent to the workman, intimating that since the Com- 
pany had proposed to reinstate the workman in the initial 
appointment of a peon, the Government of India did not 
consider that there was prima-facie a case for referring the 
dispute for adjudication. The subsequent correspondence 
that ensued between the parties will, however, show that 
even though the workman repoiled for duty as a peon he was 
either not allowed to join or the appointment was hedged in 
with conditions, with the result that the oifer fell through and 
the matter again came under the consideration of the 
Government of India, and the present reference is the result 
of that reconsideration. I am, therefore, of the view that 
the reference is not bad. 

8. The second preliminary objection raised by the 
representative for the company is that the cause of the 
workman was not espoused by any union to convert his 
individual dispute into an industrial dispute and the Central 
Government has not invoked its power of reference under 
Section 2A of (he Industrial Disputes Act but under Section 
10(lXd) and, therefore, the reference as such is incompetent 
and mis-conceived. Section 2A says that where any employer 
discharges, dismisses, retrenches or otherwise terminates the 
services of an individual workman, any dispute or difference 
between that workman and his employer connected with, or 
arising out of, such discharge, dismissal, retrenchment or 
termination shall be deemed to be an industrial dispute not- 
withstanding that no other workman nor any union of work- 
men is a party to the dispute. It is obvious therefore, that 
Section 2A will convert the individual dispute into an industrial 
dispute if it relates, intcr-alia, to the termination of servees 
of a workman and for such an individual dispute to become 
an industrial dispute, it is not necessary that it should be es- 
poused by a union of workman or by a substantial number of 
workmen. The services of the workman in question were termi- 
nated. The dispute relates to the justification or validity of 
that termination. It is, therefore, an individual dispute which, 
by fiction of law, has become an industrial dispute. Section 
2A does not confer any power on the appropriate Govern- 
ment to mtiKe a reference. That power is conferred by Sec- 
tion 10 St'-iion 2A is only, so to say, a definition clause to 
clarify whnt an industrial dispute is : and must be treated as 
supplemental to Sec. 2(k). The reference has been made under 
Section 10(l)(d). The learned representative then argued that 
in the order of reference, there is a mention that the dispute 
existed between employers in relation to the New India As- 
surance Comnany Limited and their workmen and not bet- 
ween the employers in relation to New India Assurance 
Company Ltd. and K. N. Chaubey and, therefore, it was a 
collective dispute that was leferred and not an individual 
dispute and, therefore, it could not have been referred unless 
the dispute had been raised by a body of workmen or by 
the union of workmen. It is undoubtedly true that the dispute 
has been generally referred as one between the management 
and their workmen but the schedule to the reference makes 
the dispute quite clear when It says that it was whether the 
termination of scrvecs of Sri K. N. Chaubey was justified. 
The schedule does not refer to more than one workman. It 
refers to an individual workman. Again, in the array of parties 
on the reverse of the order of reference, the party mentioned 
is K. N. Chaubey in person and not any union. Tt is true 
that there is no mention of Section 2A hut the source of power 
or the allied source of power need not be quoted. See Fedder 
Tdoyd Corporation CP) Ltd. vs. Lt. Governor, AIR 1970 Delhi 
60 and Delhi Cloth and General Mills Ltd. vs. Piaralal, 1976 
Lab. T.C. 21. There is, therefore, no substance in this pre- 
liminary point also and the same is accordingly overruled. 

9. The third preliminary point raised by the representative 
of the company is that the workman did not raise any in- 
dustrial dispute directly with the company and, therefore, the 
Central Government was not competent to make the reference. 
The services of the workman were terminated on Maich 7, 
1974. It appears that he took up this matter with the com- 
pany and the company then offered the post of a peon to him 
on November 25. 1974. The workman wanted certain clarifi- 
cations by his letter dated December 4. 19 7 4 and these clari- 


fications were given by the company by a letter dated Decem- 
ber 13, 1974. The above facts will appear from Ext*. M-4, 
M-5 and M-S, By letter dated January 29, 1975, the company- 
asked him either to join the post or to take such action as 
he deemed fit and it refused to eilter Into any further lengthy 
correspondence with him. The workman agreed to accept the 
offer under protest but reserved his right for compensation 
etc. This will be apparent from the letter Exts. M-7 and M-8 
dated January 29, J975 and Inly II, 1975. He was prevented 
from taking charge on July 11, as will appear from Ext. W-5 
and protested against that by his letter Ext. M-9 dated July 
13, 1975. It cannot, therefore, be said that he was not raising 
the dispute with the company. This point also has no substance. 

10. The fourth preliminary point raised by the represen- 
tative of the company is that K. N. Chaubey the workman, 
is not a ‘'workman", within the meaning of Sec. 2(s) of the" 
Industrial Disputes Act and, therefore, no reference can be* 
made in respect of him. This point has been pleaded in 
paragraph 8 of the written statement on the ground that he 
was engaged on the development side of the general Insurance 
business of the company and could not, therefore, be a 
‘"workman”. Section 2(s) says that “workman" means any* 
persons employed in any Industry to do any skilled or un- 
skilled mannual, supervisory, technical or clerical work for 
hire or reward, whether the terms of employment be expressed 
or implied but does not include any person who is employed 
merely in a managerial or administrative capacity ; or who, 
being employed in a supervisory capacity, draws wages ex- 
ceeding five hundred rupees per mensem cr exercises, either 
by the nature of the duties attached to the office or by reason 
of the powers vested in him, functions mainly of a manage- 
rial nature. Admittedly, the salary of K, N, Chaubey was 
Rs, 100 per mensem and, therefore, even if he was acting 
in a supervisory capacity, he will not fall within the exception 
The question is as to what are the attributes of a person 
who could be said to have been employed in a managerial 
capacity or, in other words, what are the attributes of a 
person in the position of manEgement, In deciding the question 
as to whether the functions of a particular employee are 
mainly or a managerial nature, it must be seen whether the 
functions assigned to and performed by him par-take the 
character of administration, direction and control. In deciding 
such a question, the designation given to him is by no means 
conclusive or decisive. Neither party has led any oral evidence 
to show as to the nature of duties assigned to or as to the 
functions actualy performed by K. N. Chaubey as Assistant 
Inspector. The only documentary evidence Is furnished by 
Ext. M-2 which says that he was to work as Assistant Ins- 
pector and to collect Rs. 1000 per month, lt is not clarified 
as to what this collection was about. The argument made was 
that it was his business to canvass insurance business, to in- 
duce customers to take insurance policies and to give a mini- 
mum yield of Rs. 1000 per month as insurance premium. 
The argument, however, cannot take the place of evidence. 
The company should have given better particulars of its plead- 
ings in its written statement so as to give notice to the work- 
man to meet those pleadings, The company should have led 
oral evidence to prove the nature of the duties assigned to 
him so that such evidence was subjected to cross-examination 
and so that the workman was in a position to lead evidence 
to the contrary. An argument cannot carry weight without 
evidence on which it can be founded. I, therefore, do not 
find any substance in this point also. 

11. Now, as to the merits, There is no oral evidence on 
the record. There are only certain documents and T will nar- 
rate their contents in chronological order. Ext. M-l dated 
March 29, 1971 is the appointment letter. It appears that the 
Manager, Head Office. Howrah Insurance Company Ltd. gave- 
verbal orders to the Assistant. Branch Manager, Patna Branch 
Office, to appoint K, N, Chaubey as an office peon and in 
accordance with this verbal order, the Inspector, Dehri-on- 
Sone Branch, recommended the appointment to the Asstt. 
Branch Manager. Patna Branch office and the latter made the 
appointment with effect from April 1, 1971. He also for- 
warded a copy of the appointment letter to the Head Office 
for formal approval. K. N. Chaubey worked as an office 
peon in the Debri-on-Sone Branch till November 19, 1971 when 
he was directed to work as Asstt. Inspector in the Sasarmn 
Branch on the reduced salary of Rtf, 100 per month. This will 
appear from Ext. M-2. Ext. W-6 is a letter from K. N, 
Chaubey dated December 10, 1971 protesting against his 
appointment as an Asstt. Inspector on two grounds, namely. 
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that he was not educationally suitable for the post of an Asstt. 
Inspector and besides he was being asked to work on a reduced 
salary even though the post offered was higher in rank, Ext. 
M-3 is a letter dated March 7, 1974 wheicby his services as 
Asstt. fnspectoi were terminated with immediate effect. Along- 
with this letter, a cheque was also sent for one month's salary 
in lieu of notice. K. N. Chaubcy had thus worked continuous- 
ly front April 1, 1971 to March 7, 1974 when his services 
were terminated without assigning any reason and without 
asking him to show cause against the pioposed termination. 
Ext. M-4 is a letter dated November 25, 1974 intimating that 
the company had decided to reinstate him on the same salary 
which he had been drawing before the date of teiminalion. 
He was also directed to report for duty at Sasaram Branch. 
Ext. M-5 dated December 4, 1974 is a letter by K. N. Chatibey 
seeking clarifications regarding three mailers, namely (1) from 
which date his reinstatement will be treated effective i.e. from 
the date of termination or from the date of joining, (2) on 
which post he was being reinstated i.c, whether as an Asstt. 
Inspector or as a peon, and t3) «s to whether the officer 
offering the reinstatement was competent to do so. Ext. M-6 
dated December 13, 1974 is a letter from the company giving 
the daiifieations on the said three matteis to the effect that (1) 
his reinstatement would be effective from the date his services 
were terminated, but the period between the date of the 
termination of services as nn Asstt. inspector and the date 
of his joining as a peon will be treated ns leave 
due or advance against future accrual, so that he suffered 
no loss in income, (2) he will be taken back as a peon 
from the date he joins duty , and (3) the officer making the 
offer had been authoiiscd to make it. It appears that 
K. N. Chaubcy raised some question regarding his salary 
etc. Ext. M-7 dated January 29, 1975 is a reply to those ques- 
tions. It mentions that his services had been terminated on 
justifiable grounds but on humanitarian grounds, it had been 
decided to take him back as a peon and the salary payable 
will be such as is admissible to sub-staff and if the offer 
was not acceptable to him he was tree to take such action 
as he deemed fit. Ext. M-8 is a letter by K. N. Chaubey 
whereby he accepted the post of a peon without prejudice 
to his right and claim for compensation for unjustified 
termination of services on March 7, 1974. Ext. W-5 is a 
letter dated Tuly 11, 1975 bv which the Sasaram Branch 
Manager refused to permit K. N. Chaubey to join as a peon 
in his office. Ext, M-9 dated July 13, 1975 is a letter from 
K. N. Chaubey protesting that he was not being allowed 
to join as peon. Ext. W-7 is a letter dated July 30. 1975 
from the company to K. N. Chaubey intimating that the 
company win take him back as a peon only on the condi- 
tions that (1) no salary will be paid for the period of un- 
employment, and (2) he will be treated as a new entrant 
and salary will be fixed at the lowest stage of the scale. The 
above finishes the correspondence that passed between the 
parties. 

12, The learned counsel for the workman, on the basis 
of the above correspondence, argued that K N, Chaubev was 
ortRinally appointed as an office peon with effect from April 1, 
1971 and worked on that post tiff November 19, 1971 when 
he was promoted to the post of an Assistant Inspector. He 
was getting a salary of Rs. 150 per month as an office 
peon and Rs. 100 as nn Asstt, Inspector His services were 
terminated on March 7. 1974. Thereafter, there was a freRh 
offer to (nkc him back in service not as an Asstt. Inspector 
but as a peon and, therefore, the Tribunal should compel the 
company to take him back as a peon with effect from March 7, 
1974 on the salary of Rs. 150 per month with continuity of 
service and full back wages from March 7, 1974 till he is 
given the job of a peon at the rate of Rs. 150 per month. 
On the other hand, the Teamed counsel for the company urged 
that TC. N Chaubey was undoubtedly appointed as a peon on 
April 1, 1971 on a salary of Rs. 150 per month and continued 
to work as such till November 19, 1971 but then be was 
appointed on a new post as an Asstt. Inspector on a lower 
salary of Rs 100 ner month and he accented that post and 
that lower salary on the basis of Ext. W-6 and, therefore, he 
could not be allowed to demand a higher salary or his 
reversion to the post of a peon. He also urged that after his 
services were terminated on March 7, 1974, a new appoint- 
ment was offered to him ns a peon hut due to reasons which 
are not verv material, he has not joined so far and. therefore, 
the real dispute between the company and him Is as to 
fl) whether he c hould loin ns a neon or not. (2) whether 
he should get a salary of Rs 150 per month or lesser 
140GT/7fi — 5 


salary, (3) whether there should be continuity in seivlce or 
he should be treated as a new entrant, and (4) whether he 
is entitled to back wages or not. However, these tue not the 
terms ol the reference. Accoiding to him, the Central Gov- 
ernment has mis-conceived the position and the real indus- 
trial dispute has not been rcfeirod and what has been leferred 
is not an existing dispute. The dispute referred is “whether 
the termination of services of K. N. Chaubey, Asstt. Inspector, 
New India Assurance Company Ltd., Patna, with effect from 
7th March, 1974 was justified ? Jf not, to what relief is the 
said workman entitled His main argument is that it is not 
open to the Tribunal to' enlarge the scope of the reference or 
to grant reliefs which are not incidental or ancillary to the 
terms of the reference. On the other hand, the learned counsel 
for the workman has argued that it is open to the Tribunal 
to look to the pleadings of the parties and to carve out the 
reliefs on the basis of those pleadings. I think that there is 
substance in the argument of the learned counsel for the 
company. The Tribunal has to function within the limits im- 
posed upon it by the statute and has to act according to its 
provisions, because it is a creature of the statute. It derives 
its jurisdiction to adjudicate only after a teference is made 
to it. It must look at the order of reference itself as it is 
only the subject-matter of the reference with which it can 
deal. It must confine its adjudication to the of dispute 
referred and the matters incidental theicto. If cannot proceed 
to decide a matter not referred to it. Nor it can widen the 

scope of the reference. It is true that it can look to the 

pTeadings of the parties in order to fix the ambit of the 

dispute ; but that is possible only where the ambit of the 

dispute is vague. In Delhi Cloth and General Mills Ltd. 
vs. Their Workmen, AIR 1967 SC 467, the Supreme Court 
has observed that the Tribunal has to examine the pleadings 
of the parties to find out the ex a of nature of the dispute 
because in most cases the order of reference is so cryptic 
that it is impossible to cull out therefrom the various points 
about which parties were at variance ; but the parties cannot be 
allowed to go a stage further and content that the foundation 
of the dispute mentioned in the order of reference was non- 
existent and that the real dispute Was something else; and 
indeed under Section 10(4), it is not competent to the Tribu- 
nal to entertain such a question. The parties eannot be allowed 
to challenge the verv basis of the dispute set out in the order 
of reference. The pTeadings of the parties can be looked into 
only to clarify the point of dispute set out in the order of 
reference : but cannot be allowed to alter the terms of refer- 
ence or the basis of the reference. See also Workmen of 
Mysore Paper Mills Limited vs. Management. Mysore Paper 
Mills Limited. 1970 T.ab. T.C 1113. The reference is verv 
explicit. It requires the Ti ibunal to find out whether the 
termination of services of K. N. Chaubev as Asstt. Inspector 
was justified. I can only look into that matter, and if it was 
not justified, T can direct his reinstatement as Asstt. Inspector 
with continuity of service and full back wages but I cannot 
sav that he should be reinstated as a peon or on a higher 
salary or back wages be paid at a higher rate, 


13. The next question is whether or not the termination 
of services as an Asstt. Inspector was justified. The Company 
has pleaded in paragraph 4 of its written statement that 
the services were terminated because the cost of procuration 
of business was high which did not justify his continuation 
in service and also because he had failed to produce the 
requisite amount of premium in accordance with the terms 
of his contract. No evidence was led to prove cither of these 
two facts. I cannot take it for granted therefore, that the 
cost of procuration was prohibitive or K. N. Chaubey had 
been negligent in the performance of his duties or had failed 
to collect the necessary premium. In anv case, these were 
facts in respect of which he should have been afforded an 
opportunity to exnlain his conduct. He had worked on the 
post from November 19. 1971 to March 6, 1974 and in all 
fairness It was incumbent upon the comnanv to have given him 
warnings to improve or to have afforded him an onportnnitv 
to show cause whv his services should not be terminated. 
The Standing Orders of the company has not been produced; 
nor have any Regulations been produced to show the procedure 
in compliance with which, his services cofild have been 
terminated Assuming that there are no standing orders and 
no Regulations, principles of natural justice would apply but 
these were also not followed. His services were suddenly 
terminated, T am of the view that the termination was not 
justified. 
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14. My award is that the company was not justified in 
terminating the services of K. N. Chaubev. He will be re- 
instated as Asstt. Inspector with effect from March 7, 1974 oti 
a salary of Rs. 100 per month. There will be continuity of 
service and he will get full back wages from March 7, 1974 
till such time as he is appointed to the post.

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (2) of section 11-A of the said Act, the Central Go- 
vernment hereby makes the following modifications in the 
said Maser Plan for Delhi with effect from the date of publi- 
cation of this notification in the Gazette of India namely : — 

1. An area measuring 5.5 hectares (13.6 acres), earmark- 

ed for ‘residential use’ in Zone D-15 (Lodi Colony) 
and presently occupied by the Ministry of Defence 
is proposed to be changed to ‘recreational use (Dis- 
trict Parks, Playgrounds and Open Spaces)’;

4(a) The alignment of 30.48 metres (100’) wide road, 
dividing Zone D-15 (Lodi Colony) and D-16 (Dayal 
Singh College) is proposed to b c shifted to the

4(b) The zonal plan with R/W of 24.38 metres (80’) 
road passing through Zone D-16 (Dayal Singh College 
Area) is to be omitted and a new zonal road with 
R/W of 18.288 metres (60’) is to be constructed 
along the existing nallah to connect 30.48 metres 
GOO') wide road [re-aligned refer para 4(a) on pre- 
page] and 45.72 metres (1500 Link Road.

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1 Introduction 

1.1. The Central Government has repealed the transitory 
provisions of Chapter V-A of the Act and a notification issued 
on 26-3-73, Employers’ Special Contribution payable under 
the repealed chapter has consequently been replaced by em- 
ployers’ contribution at the scheduled rate w.e.f. 1-7-73. Both 
the employers’ and the employees’ conti ibutions arc now pay- 
able by means of a single contribution stamp in accordance 
with Schedule I of the Act, This will reduce employer's work in 
connection with payment of contributions. From 1-7-73 
factories in non-implemented areas will not be required to pay 
any Employers’ Special Contribution. 

The States' and the insured persons' representatives were 
pressing hard for the upward revision of the ceiling on expendi- 
ture an medical benefit. The Employees’ State Insurance Cor- 
poration after considering all aspects of the case decided in 
their meeting held on 17 March 1973 that the celling on medical 
cost per annum per employee may be raised from Rs. 56/- to 
Rs. 63/-, Rs. 60/- to Rs. 67;- and Rs, 70'- to Rs, SO/- for “Res- 
tricted", “Expanded" and “Full” medical care icspectively 
w.c.f. 1-4-1973, 

The measures introduced from January 1972 to energise 
the State Government machinery to inspect clinics of panel 
doctors and to check lax certification have been very beneficial 
during the year and as a result thcrof there has been a consi- 
derable reduction in the expenditure on benefit payments. 

1.2. During the year, tho E.S.I. Scheme was further extended 
to cover 39,200 Insured Persons employed in 27 additional 
areas in the State of Andhra Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, Haryana, 
Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, Mysore, Oiissa, Uttar 
Pradesh and West Bengal. Details will be found later in the 
report.

10. Regional Organisation 

15 Regional offices, 1 sub-Rcgionfll Office, 266 Local offices, 
5 Sub-Local Offices, 68 Miniature Local Offices, 246 Pay Offices 
and 113 Inspection Offices were functioning in all the States 
and the Union Territories as on 31 March 1973. 

11. Strength of Staff 

The total authorised strength of officers and staff (excluding 
D.M.D’s office) in the Corporation as on 31 March 1973 was 
7409 as against 7486 as on 31 March 1972.

Keeping in view the need and utility of training of staff, six 
training courses for Managers Grade-II and Insurance Inspectors 
were conducted; out of these two were at Calcutta, two at Bombay 
and one each at Bangalore and Delhi, during the year under 
report.

15- Progress towards Integration of Social Security Schemes 

The “blue print" for the integrated Social Security Organi- 
sation and Scheme submitted by Prof, N. N. Chattcrjec. formerly 
Joint Secretary in the Ministry of Labour and Employment, 
is still under consideration of the Central Government. 

16. Publicity 

A number of talks and discussions in different languages 
were broadcast over various stations of All India 
Radio. Lectures were also delivered by the Officers of the 
Corporation to the workers and trainees at diffcicnt Centres. 
The Corporation also took pHrt in the Asia 72 Fair. 

Apart from the above, news item giving progress of the 
Employees’ State Insurance Scheme were published in many 
important newspapers in English and regional languages. 

A close liaison continued to be maintained with all the parties 
concerned in order to ensure smooth working of the E. S. 1. 
Scheme. Doubts of employers, insured persons and Trade 
Union representatives, who approached the Regional Office/ 
Local Offices, were also removed and necessary guidance ren- 
dered. 

17. Training facilities to foreign fellows/nomlnees In Social 
Security In India 

Shri Nik Mohd. Amin bin Nik Abu Bakar, Director General 
of Social Security Organisation, Government of Malaysia and 
Shri Mohd. Salteh Herun, Chief Accountant of that Organisa- 
tion, came to India on a study Tour of various Social Security 
Schemes in India from 13 March 1973 to 19 March 1973. Neces- 
sary facilities for the study of E. S. I. Scheme were provided 
to them by the Corporation at Calcutta, New Delhi and Bom- 
bay. 

18. Meeting and Conferences 

A meeting of the Regional Directors was held at New Delhi 
from 21-2-1973 to 24-3-1973. The Important developments 
that have taken place during the last few years, with specific 
reference to high incidences of benefits, working of Ledger and 
Teller System, delegation of powers, tightening of Inspections 
and Recovery, machinery, proccdures/suggcstions for improving 
speed and efficiency at all levels and motivation of employees 
for a result-oriented pattern, were discussed in the meeting with 
a view to pooling the experience of the Regional Directors and 
to arrive at common solutions for certain problems. 

19. O & M Studies 

(i) O & M Division conducted work study of five Regional 
Offices with a view to formulation of a yardstick 
for various categories of posts in Regional Offices. 

The work study report in respect of the posts unto 
the level of Inspectors has been circulated to thefESIC Em- 
ployees Federation etc. and their comments are awaited. 

As for the yardstick of offices In Regional Offices 
the O & M study recommended the yardstick of DRD/ 
ARD as one officer for every 44,000 approved employees 
and that tho DRD/ARD should be in the ratio of 2:1. 
The provision of J.R.D. in larger Regions was also 
recommended. The conclusions of the O & M 
work study report have been considered and approved 
by the Standing Committee of the Corporation in its 
meeting held on 16 March, 1973. 

(ii) O & M Division also undertook and completed the work 
relating to job description of various categories of posts 
in the E. S. I. Corporation, for the purpose of provid- 
ing back-ground material to the Pay Committee which 
is looking into the aspects of job-evaluation and equation 
in the context of the recommendations of the Third 
Pay Commission. The job-cards are being circulated 
to all comcemed for further processing. 
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(ill) The O & M Division assisted the study team from the 
Department of Administrative Reforms towards in- 
troduction of officer oriented organisation at the Head- 
quarters Office and completed its first phase by way

The disparity in the average recurring cost pci bed per day 
in the E. S. I. Hospitals is due to various factors vi 2 . size of 
Hospital, occupancy ratio as compared to the total bed capacity, 
the pay scales of the staff, the staff in position viB-a-vis sanctioned 
and the type of services and specialities available in the Hospi- 
tal etc. 

22. State Insurance Dispensaries and Clinics of Insurance Me- 
dical Practitioners (Panel Doctors). 

Particulars in respect of all dispensaries including part-time, 
Mobile and Employers’ Utilisation dispensaries. Insurance 
Medical Officers/Insurance Medical Practitioners, number of 
approved Chemists and Medical Stores, as on 31-3-1973 are 
shown in Appendix-VIL) . 

23. Specialists Services. 

The details of specialists available under the E. S. 1. Scheme 
in various states at the end of the year under report are given 
in Appendix-VIII (Cols. 13 & 14). 

24. Provision of artificial limbs to Insured Persons. 

During the year under report, 33 cases were admittted for fit- 
ting of artificial limbs. In all 620 Insured Persons had been or 
being fitted or refitted with artificial limbs under the Scheme. 

25. Provision of artificial dentures. 

During the year under report, artificial dentures free of cost 
were provided to 6 Insured Persons who lost teeth due to employ- 
ment injury. In all 47 Insured Persons had been provided with 
Artificial Dentures so far under the Scheme. 

26. Provision of spectacles. 

During the year under report, spectacles free of cost were 
provided to Insured Persons who suffered from loss of vision 
due to employment injury. 

PROVISION OF MEDICAL BENEFIT 

27. Attendances at dispensaries and hospitals and home visits 
(Appendix IX), 

27 . 1 Statistics relating to (a) the attendances per annum per 
1000 insured persons and also per 1000 family (insured person) 
Units, (b) the number of home visits in respect of insured per- 
sons and families, and, (c) the number of cases, (i) admitted in 
hospitals, and (ii) referred for specialist investigations in res- 
pect of insured persons are given in this Appendix. These 
figures are based on returns furnished primarily by the dis- 
pensaries and panel practitioners. For working out the rates 
of medical attendances, the number of insured persons/family 
(Insured Persons) units attached to the reporting dispensaries 
clinics only are deemed to be “exposed". 

27.2 During the year under report, the all India rate of 
new attendances per 1000 insured persons decreased from 3,419 
in 1971-72 to 3,331; the number of old attendances per 1000 
insured parsons has also registered a decrease from 7,381 in 
1971-72 to 6,805. This year the proportion of old attendances 
to new has been 2,04 against 2.16 experienced in 1971-72. This 
indicates, prima-facie that xhe period requiring medical treat- 
ment may have been comparatively smaller. The incidence of 
Sickness as measured by the rate of new attendances has also 
registered a decrease, 

27 . 3 The all India rate of new attendances per 1000 family 
Units increased from 3,299 in 1971-72 to 3,415 the number of old 
attendances pei 1000 family units has also registered an increase 
from7,364inl971-72to7,691.Thcproportion of old attendances 
to new has also increased slightly from 2,23 during 1971- 72 to 
2.25 during 1972-73. Thus in the case of members of family of 
insured persons, there has been a slight increase in the incidence 
of sickness requiring medical treatment and the period requi 
ing medical treatment has also shown a slight increase . 
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27.4 Tlio over-all State-wise incidone, during the year of the 
combined ‘Now’ and 'Subsequent’ attendances, in dispensaries 
in respect of insured persons (columns 2 and 3 below) and their 
family members (columns 4 & 5 below) is given below. These 
figures reflect broadly the incidence pattern of out patient treat- 
ment in the respective States: —

27.5 The total number of home visits in respect of insured 
persons has decreased by about 44% compared to that in 1971-72, 
In respect of families, there is an increase of about 9% . The 
incidence of home visits as measured by the number of visits per 
1,000 insured persons has shown a decrease from 155 in 1971-72 
to 78 in 1972-73. 

27.6 Column (5) of the Appendix indicates the number of 
cases admitted in hospitals and columns (6), the number of 
cases referred to specialists for investigations. The total number 
of cases admitted in hospitals has shown an increase 
from 1,32,043 in 1971-72 to 1,49,415 in 1972-73, The number 
of cases referred for specialists ’investigation has also registered 
an increase from 8,77,327 in 1971-72 to 9,88,322 in 
1972-73. 

28 Sickness Pattern (Appendix X). 

28.1 Information on the sickness pattern for the country 
as a whole, expressed as number of new cases per 1000 insured 
persons exposed, is indicated in this Appendix for each of the 
51 cause groups separately for the insured workers and the mem- 
bers of their family. 

28.2 The incidence rates for all cause groups taken together 
is lower in 1972-73 than in 1971-72 in respect of insured persons 
but the same Ins increased in respect of their families. For 
every spall in respect of an insured person, there has been this 
year 1.025 fresh spells in respect of the members of the family 
of an insured person as against 0.965 in the year 1971-72. 
When it is borne in uiind that as against one insured person, 
there arc 2.88 family members, the incidence of morbidity, as 
measured by incidence of new cases, continues to be lower among 
members of the family of the insured persons when compared with 
the insured persons themselves. 

28.3 Cause-group-wise incidence of sickness in respect of 
insured persons bears a close resemblance to the correspond- 
ing rates experienced by members of the family of insured persons 
for almost ail the diseases listed. However, wide deviation in 
incidence in a few cause-groups only, bring out in high relief 
the prculiar aliments to which the particular group (viz, insured 
persons or families) is comparatively more prone to.

IMPROVEMENT IN SERVICE TO INSURED PERSONS 

34. Efficiency in the working of Local offices 

During the year under report, the Ledger System which was 
introduced to roplacc the benefit file system was further exten- 
ded to other Local Offices bringing the tolal number of Local 
offices under Ledger System to 254. 

The Teller System, introduced in 44 Local Offices on ex- 
perimental basis has given a good account of it’s working 
resulting into quicker payments to the insured persons. Ex- 
tension of this system to other local offices is under examina- 
tion. 

35. Improvements in the Cash Benefits 

35-1. Speedier payments have now been ensured by re- 
ducing the statutory time limits for payment of various benefits 
under the E.S.I. Scheme, Regulation 52 (i) has been amended so 
that (a) Sickness Benefit is paid not later than 7 days, (b) Fune- 
ral Benefit is paid not later than 15days, (c) the first payment 
of maternity benefit is paid not later than 14 days, (d) first 
payment of Temporary Disablement Benefit is paid not later 
than one month, (©) first payment of permanent disablement 
benefit is paid not later than one month and (f) first payment 
of Dependent Benefit is paid not later than 3 months. These 
are the maximum time-limits and most payments arc made 
well within the limits. 

35.2. Delay sometimes occurs in arranging the final pay- 
ment of the commuted value of permanent disablement benefit 
where the beneficiary has no documentary evidence of age. 
To remedy this, the medical boards are now being required 
to indicate the likely age of an insured person at the time of 
assessment of his permanent disablement. This age operates 
only where the insured person cannot otherwise submit a satis- 
factory proof of his age. 

35.3. In all the hard cases of disablement where the esti- 
mated disablement is likely to be more than 25% immediate 
cash relief is afforded in the form of provisional payments upto 
75 % of the benefit estimated to be duo by authorsing payment 
straightaway in anticipation of regular assessment in duo course 


by the medical board. Necessary adjustment of dues is effected 
subsequently when the award to the medical board is known. 
The operation of tfiis procedure has been extended upto 
30 September 1973. 

36. Other Improvments 

36.1. Payment of benefit due to an insured person at the 
time of his death is normally made to his legal heirs, in the ab- 
sence of any nomination, on production of a succession certi- 
ficate , if tile payment is above Rs. 100. The requirement 
of the succession certificate has now been dispensed with and 
payment is now authorised upto Rs. 500 to the legal heirs 
merely on production of an indemnity bond with one surety 
of like amount. 

36.2. Protection from discharge from service is guaranteed 
by law to insured persons suffering from long-term diseases. 
This protection has been extended upto 18 mouths in cases 
of diseases mentioned below 

1. Tuberculosis 

2. Leprosy 

3. Mental diseases 

4. Malignant diseases 

5. Paraplegia 

6. Hemiplegia 

7. Chronic congestive heart failure 

8. Immature cataract with vision 6/60 or less in the affected 

eye ; and upto 12 months in case of the following diseases : — 

1. Bronchiectasis and long abscess 

2- Myocardial infarction 

3. Parkinson's disease 

4. Dislocation and protapsc of intervertebral disc 

5. Aplastic anaemia. 

6. Gangerene and its scqualao due to peripheral vascular 
disease. 

7. Ankylosing spondilitls 

8. Cirrhosis of liver with ascites 

9. Fracture of lower extremity 

10. Detachment of retina 

CASH BENEFITS 
(Appendix XIII to XV) 

37. Number of cash benefit paymont (Col. 4 of Appendix XIII) 

37-1- Cash Benefits are paid at the Local/Minlature/Sub- 
Local/Pay offices set up by the Corporation in different areas. 
The number of such offices was about 585 on 31 March 1973 
as against 550 year earlier. 

37.2, The total numbor of cash benefit payments made 
in each State during the years 1971-72 and 1972-73 is shown 
in column 4. In all, about 46.61 lakhs payments (including 
8,253 claims relating to lump-sum payments in respect of 
requests for commutation of permanent disablement claims) 
were effected during the year. 1972-73. These were about 
11.77 lakhs less than those during the preceding year. On 
the average, about 3.88 lakhs payments were effected every 
months as against 4.87 lakhs payments during 1971-72. 
the number of payments per employee during 1972-73 works- 
out to 1,18 against 1.54 during 1971-72. 

38, Sickness Benefit (Col. 3 and 6 to 8 of Appendix XIII) 

38.1. As a result of the implementation of the benefit pro- 
visions of the Scheme in new centres between 1 July 1971 and 
30 June 1972 and also due to the increase in employment In 
the already implemented areas, an additional 1,58,250 emplo- 
yees became eligible for sickness benefit during the year under 
report , The total number of employees entitled to claim sick- 
ness benefit during 1972-73 is estimated at 39.46 lakhs as against 
37 , 88 lakhs last year (vide column 3). 

38.2. During the yea , an amount of Rs. 963,81 lakhs was 
paid as sickness cash benefit as against Rs. 1, 369.64 lakhs in 
1971-72. The decrease is principally due to the decrease in the 

(i) number of sickness benefit days per annum per employee and 

(ii) rate of fresh spell per annum per employee. 
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38.3. Th: av:rage number of fresh spills per omployao 
has decreased from 0.97 in 1971-72 to 0.73 in 1972-73 further, 
the average number of benefit days per annum per employee 
has also shown decrease from 8.4 in 1971-72 to 5,7 in 1972-73, 
The amount of daily rate of benefit per employee has, however, 
remains unchanged at Rs. 4.31. 

38.4. As in the preceding years this year also witnessed 
wide variations among the State interse in respect of incidence 
and duration of sickness benefit claims. The Director General 
has, however, been keeping continuous watch over the dura- 
tion of sickness claims at various centres. The relevant sta- 
tistics received at the Headquarters every month are analysed 
periodically, and any abnormal variation in the trend in any 
centres is taken up with the Regional Directors and Adminis- 
trative Medical Officers with a view to enable them to take 
suitable and prompt remedial measures whenever necessary 
and wherever possible, 

39. Extended Sickness Benefit (Col. 9 & 10 of Appendix XIII) 

39 . 1 Insured persons suffering from certain specified diseases 
e.g. tuberculosis, leprosy, mental and malignant diseases etc. 
are eligible for extended sickness cash benefit at a rate equal 
to full sickness benefit rate, for an extended period beyond 56 
days of sickness benefit. 

39.2 For the year 1972-73 a sum of Rs. 104. 11 lakhs was 
paid to insured persons on this account as against Rs. 104.55 
lakhs in the previous yoar. The nominal decrease is accounted 
for by a decrease in the .incidence. 

39.3 The incidence of extended sickness benefit claims 
expressed as the number of claims per 1,001) employee s exposed 
to risk and also the duration of terminated claims are 
shown for the year 1972-73 and 1971-72 in columns 9 & 10. 

40. Maternity Benefit (Cols. II and 12 of Appendix XIII) 

40. 1 The number of women employees eligible for maternity 
benefit has increased from 2,59,630 in 1971-72 to 2,75,900 in 
1972-73. Th; total amount paid as maternity claims was 
Rs.7I.02 lakhs, as against 64.54 lakhs in 1971-72. Tho average 
amount of cash benefit per maternity claim lias increased from 
Rs. 427 in 1971-72 to Rs. 434 and this is possibly due to an 
increase i > tho average wages as also to a shift in the incidence 
of confinement vis-a-vis wage group. 

40.2 The number of claims per 1,000 insured women em- 
ployees has also increased slightly from 58.2 in 1971-72 to 

59.3 in 1972-73. 

41. Temporary Disablement Benefit (Cols. 3 to 6 of Appendix 
XIV) 

41.1 During the year 1972-73 the number of employees 
exposed to employment injury was 40.62 lakhs as against 38.98 
lakhs durina 1971-72 (vide col. 3). Tho sum paid as temporary 
disablement benefit during 1972-73 was Rs. 201.84 lakhs as 
against Rs. 302.27 lakhs in 1971-72. The average numbor 
of fresh spell, the number of benefit days per annum per em- 
ployee and the average benefit rate are 0.07, 0.98 and Rs. 5.05 
respectively as against the corresponding figures of 0.09, 1.54 
and Rs. 5.04 in 1971-72 (vide cols. 4 to 6). The 
average duration per spell has decreased from 16.50 to 14,57. 
As in tho last year, this year also recorded variations in 
different States in the Incidence and duration of these claims. 

41 2 Tiiero hid been an alarming increase in the incidence 
of Tomoorary Disablement Benefit in West Bengal a year be- 
fore last as measured by tho rate of fresh spell per annum per 
employee ; as well as the number of benoflt days per annum 
per employee ; the former has further decreased from 
0.22 in 1971-72 to 0,10 in 1972-73 and the latter from 
4.05 in 1971-72 to 1.57 in 1972-73 and as such it is returning 
fast to norma loy. 

42. Permanent Disablement Benefit (Cols. 7 to 10 of Appendix 
XIV), : 

42 l Tho number of fresh cases admitted during tho year 
1972-73 was 9,438 as against 10,985 during the previous year. 
The incidence per 1,033 insured employees decreased to 2.33 
from 2.82 in 1971-72. The States of Assam, Gujarat & Delhi 
have experienced a comparatively high incidence. 
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42.2 The number of claimants on the Fund increased from 
32,764 at the beginning of the year to 33,567 at the end (vide 
Column 10). The actual amount disbursed as benefit was 
Rs. 218.54 lakhs (including the commuted lump-sum of Rs. 
127.84 lakhs) as against Rs. 205.60 lakhs (including tho commu- 
ted amount of Rs. 128.38 lakhs) in 1971-72. 

42 3 The Capitalised value of Permanent Disablement 
Benefit Claims in respect of fresh cases admitted during the 
year was Rs, 275.49 lakhs as against Rs. 288.90 lakhs in 1971-72. 
Tho Permanent Disablement Benefit Reserve Fund stood at 
Rs. 882.61 lakhs at the close of tho year, the corresponding 
amount at the beginning of the financial year being Rs. 782 45 
lakhs. 

42.4 The number of claimant to Permanent Disablement 
benefit who have opted for receipt of commuted value in lieu 
of periodic payments had increased from 8,191 in 1971-72 to 
8,253 in 1972-73. 

43. Permanent Disablement Benefit Claims (Appendix XV) : 

43.1 Analysis of 9,458 cases of permanent disablement 
admitted during tho year was made according to (a) the main 
groups of industry and (b) the incidence of claims per 1,000 
employees exposed industry-wise. As in the last year, the high- 
est number of accidents was recorded in 'textiles’ followed at 
a distance by ‘engineering’ and ‘metallic minerals’. The Inci- 
dence is high in ‘textiles', and low in ‘food beverages and tobacco. 
From a comparison of tho corresponding incidence for the year 
1971-72 it appoars that the incidence has gone down in all tho 
industries except ‘Non-Metallic Minerals’, ‘Metallic Minerals' 
‘Engineering’ and 'Miscellaneous', this year and a significant 
decrease has been noticed in ‘Leather, Rubber and Textiles’. 

43.2 The average degree of permanent disablement expe- 
rienced was 9.88% as against 9.81% for the last year. The 
largest number of accidents occurred in the eighth wage group 
i.e. between the daily wages of Rs. 8 and Rs. 15. 

43.3 The number of permanent disablement benefit cases 
that arose among women employoos is only 132. The inci- 
dence is low presumably because women arc not generally 
employed on hazardous occupations, duties, etc. 


44. Dependants Benefit (Cols. 11 & 12 of Appendix XIV) 

44.1 The numbor of fresh claims admitted for dependants 
benefits during the yoar under review increased from 373 in 

971-72 to 390 (vide columns 11 & 12). Compared to the 
previous year, the incidence is higher. The total number of 
dependants admitted during the year was 1,197. 

44.2 Tho category-wise distribution of all the dependants 
as at the beginning and end of the year is as follows: —

44 3 The amount paid as dependants benefit has increased 
from Rs. 30.59 lakhs in 1971-72 to Rs. 36.51 lakhs in 1972-73. 
The Capitalised value in respect of dependants’ benefit claims 
admitted during the vear was Rs. 62.05 lakhs as against 
Rs 66 69 lakhs in 1971-72. The Dependants’ Benefit Reserve 
Fund stood at Rs. 390.62 lakhs on 31 March, 1973 as against 
Rs. 343.77 lakhs on 31 March, 1972.

The employees share of contribution was being crllectio 
from the employeis by means of Employer’s Special Contri 
button under the transitory provisions i n Chapter V-A of the 
ESI Act which were inserted by amendment m the ycai , 
1951 to the original E S t Act of 1948 These transitory pro- 
visions wore inserted to eliminate the competitive handicap of 
employers in the limited areas selected initially for implemen- 
tation of the ESI Scheme in relation to the largo number of 
factories not subjected to the liabilities of contributions under 
the original Act By those provisions (.he employer’s share 
of contribution was distributed over tho insurable factories 
all over tho country. Tho rate of Employer’s Special Contri- 
bution was to be fixed at a highei level in implemented areas 

With the implementation of the E.S I Scheme to over 45 
lakhs of workers ip 345 centres in the country, tho situation 
under which Chapter V-A was inscited in the Act does not 
exist now. 

Accordingly the Central Government on the recommen- 
dation of the Committee on Perspective Planning, as accented 
by the Corporation, has repealed Chapter V-A with effect front 
1 July, 1973 vide Government of India Notification No

51 Banking arrangements 

Sixteen banking accounts were opened against 4 closed 
down during the year for tho offices of the Corporation with the 
branches of the State Bank of India, its subsidiaries and with 
Nationalised Banks. The total number of Bank Accounts with 
theso Banks stood at 388 as on 31 March, 1973. 

Arrangements for tho sale of E S.I Contribution Stamps 
were made with 1 5 more bi anchos of the State Bank of India and 
its subsidiaries. The total number of branches handling the 
sale ot contribution stamps was 335 as on 31 March, 1973. 

As already reported last year that a new account styled as 
Account No. 1 — Central was opened on 1 September, 1971 with 
tho State Bank of India, New Delhi into which balances m the 
collection accounts of the regions exceeding Rs. 10,000/- were 
automatically transferred every week. From this account, the 
payment accounts of the regional and Local Offices are fed tele- 
giaphically. This arrangement has now been extended to the 
Subsidiary Banks also. Under this arrangement funds available 
m the collection accounts of Regional Offices maintained with 
the Subsidiary Banks exceeding Rs. 1,000/- arc automatically 
transferred every week to the Central Account with the 
State Bank of India at New Delhi. The payment 
accounts for tho Local Offices of the Corporation maintained 
with these subsidiary banks are also fed telegraphically from the 
Central Account maintained with the State Bank of India, New 
Delhi. This arrangement, besides, ensuring the timely remittance 
of funds to the Regional and Local Offices, has enabled the 
Corporation to earn additional amounts of interest on account 
of more pionipt investment of funds for short term deposits also. 


47. Inspection 

During the yeai under ropoi t, the progress of the inspection 
work continued to bo under close watch of the Hcadquaitcrs 
Office.

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DEFINITION OF THE TERMS ‘EMPLOYEES’ ‘INSURED 
PERSONS' AND ‘BENEFICIARIES’ 

(a) The number of the ‘employees' as on a specified date 
is the estimated number of effective posts in the factories covered 
under the scheme. This would broadly represent the average 
number of employees per day employed by the factories tound 
about that date and normally may not very significantly from 
the number of employees actually employed on that date. It 
should, however, be noted that the actual number of persons 
who have occupied a particular sanctioned post during a period 
may be more, in as much as a leave reserve or badii worker may 
have officiated temporarily during absence, leave etc. of a regular 
worker. 


(II) 17 March 1973 

1. The Corporation decided to increase the ceiling on ex-

(b) The number of ‘insured persons’ on any date indicates 
for purposes of this Report, the number of persons who may 
be deemed to be entitled to medical benefit on such date. Fur- 
ther, the number of ‘insured persons’ on any day would normally 
be in excess of the number of ‘employees' as on that day 
because, under the eligibility conditions for medical benefit 
under the Act the persons entitled to medical benefit on any 
day would compriso not only the persons acutally employed 
on that day but also the ex-employees, who by virtue of the 
contribution conditions during the period earlier to that would 
be entitled to such benefit on that date. 

(c) The total number of ‘beneficiaries’ on any date repre- 
sents all the persons who may be deemed to be entitled to medical 
benefit under the Scheme on that date. It comprises the ‘in- 
sured persons’ and where medical benefit has been extended 
to families of insured persons, the member of their families. 
The total number of members of the family of insured persons 
(not including the insured person) is arrived at by assuming 
an average of 2,88 members, for each ‘insured persons’. 

APPENDIX I 

Important decisions taken by the Employees’ State 
Insurance Corporation during the year 
1972-73 


(i) 4 November 1972 

(1) The Corporation approved the final adoption of the 
amendment to Regulation 10 (1) of the E.S.I. (General) Regu- 
lations, 1950 as under : 


“10 (1A). If a member representing cmployeas/ctup- 
ployers under sub-clause (e) of clause (1) and the proviso 
to Regulation 10 (l), nominated by the Chairman of the 
Corporation, is unable to attend any meeting of the Regional 
Board, he may, by a written instrument signed by him 
and addressed and delivered to the Chairman of the Regional 
Board at least seven days before the date fixed for the meeting 
explaining the reasons for his inability to attend the 
meeting, appoint another representative of the Organisation 
which ho represents on the Regional Board, as his substi- 
tute for attending that meeting of the Regional Board and 
such substitute may attend the meeting subjects to the app- 
roval of his appointment by the Chairman of the Regional 
Board. The substitute shall have all the rights and 
powers of a member in respect of that meeting and shall 
receive fees and allowances admissible to members of the 
Regional Board but his prcsenco would not relieve the

2. The Corporation considered the Interim Report of the 
Committee on Perspective Planning of the E.S.I, Scheme and 
decided that Chapter V-A of the Employees’ State Insurance 
Act, 1948 should be repealed. 

3. The Corporation approved the yardstick regarding 
provision of Specialist Services and scale of honorarium for 
part-time Specialists as recommended bv the Medical Benefit 
Council and as slightly modified by the 'Standing Committee. 

4. The Corporation noted the recommendations of the 
Medical Benefit Council that the question of grant of E.S.I, 
Special and other allowances to para-Medical staff working 
in the E.S.I. Hospital/Dispensarics might be left to bo finally 
decided by each State Government in consultation with the 
Corporation as it was not practicable to adopt uniform policy 
for all the States.

2. The Corporation decided that per capita expenditure 
on drugs, dressings and medicines exceeding Rs. 30/- but not 
exceeding Rs. 45/- per employee per annum will be allowed over 
and above the ceiling but shared between the Slate Governments 
and the Corporation in the usua 1 ratio. 

3. The Corporation approved the recommendation of the 
Medical Benefit Council regarding limit of expenditure on equip- 
ment of E.S.I. Hospitals, as agreed to by the Standing Committee 
that for upto 150 beds the limit might be raised to Rs, 5,000/- 
per bed, for 150-300 beds, the limit might be raised lo Rs, 4,000/- 
per bed and for 300 beds and above the limit might be raised to 
Rs. 3,500/- per bod. 

4. The Corporation approved the recommendations of the 
Medical Benefit Council as approved by the Standing Committee 
that the revised pharmacopoeia might be adopted by the E.S.I. 
Corporation. 

5. The Corporation approved the recommendation of the 
Standing Committee that E.S.I. Allowance of Rs. 100/- per 
month might continue to be paid to the Medical Officers in Delhi 
dispensaries till such time as a separate cadre of Medical Officers 
under the E.S.I. Corporation was formed. 

6. The Corporation approved the recommendations of the 
Medical Benefit Council as agreed to by the Standing Committee 
that domiciliary allowance needed revision as it was fixed a long 
time ago- The manner and quantum of revision should, how- 
ever, be decided by the State Governments keeping in view such 
factors as areas to be catered, density of insured population, 
number of visits and distances involved etc. 

APPENDIX II 

Important decisions taken by the Standing Committee of the 
E.S.I. Corporation daring the year 1972-73 

27 May 1972 

1 . The Committee decided that a reference may be mi de to 
the Central Government to amend Seotion 2(22) of Emyloyees, 
State Insurance Act to exclude annual attendance bonus from the 
definilion. 

2. The Committee approved the recommendations of Budget 
and Accounts Sub-Committee for utilising Rs. 16 5 crorcs on 
capital construction as under: — 

(i) Rupees two crores out of the special fund may be reser- 
ved for the construction of office buildings and staff 
quarters for the Corporation ovor the next five years. 

(ii) The balance available in the fund may be spent lor 
construction of hospitals, annexes and dispensaries 
etc. in the States where per capita expenditure on 
Capital Construction is below Rs. 150/-. The expendi- 
ture on Capital Construction in such Slates may be 
sanctioned by the Director General subject to the 
following conditions: 

(a) A report is made to the Standing Committee; 

(b) The total per capita expenditure on Capital Cons- 
truction does not exceed Rs. 140/-; 

(c) The limit of 4 beds per thousands employees as at 
present in force is not exceeded. 

(iii) Cases of the type not falling within the framework of 
(b) and (c) above should be submitted for prior approval 
of the Standing Committee. 
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APPENDIX III 

Important Recommendation of the Medical Benefit Council 
during the year 1972-73 

3 October 1972 

The Medical Benefit Council recommended that domiciliary 
visit allowance payable to the Full time and Part-time Insurance 
Medical Officers working under the Scheme needed revision as 
it was fixed long time ago. The manner and quantum of revi- 
sion should, however, be decided by the Stale Governments 
keeping in view such factors as area to be catered, density of 
Insured population, number of visits and distance involved etc. 

The Council considered the revision of expenditure on equip- 
ment for ihJ E.S.I. Hospitals and recommended that for upto 
150 beds, the limit may be raised to Rs. 5,000/- per bed, for 
150-300 beds the limit may be raised to Rs. 4,000/- per bed and 
for 300 beds and above the limit may be raised to Rs. 3,500/- 
per bed. 


The Medical Benefit Council has also revised the ESIC 
Pharmacopoeia and tho same has been made exhaustive. 

9 February 1973 

The Medical Benefit Council recommended that arrange- 
ments may be made to undertake Research in Industrial Medi- 
cine and Hygiene and in Occupational disease etc. in the E.S.I. 
Institutions. It was however suggested that befoie any project 
or a particular scheme was decided the same should be scrutinised 
from technical and feasibility angle by an expert agency like 
Indian Council of the Medical Research etc. In suitable cases 
the projects may be put up to the Director General Health Ser- 
vices who Is the Chairman of the Medical Benefit Council for 
guidance and advice. 


The Medical Benefit Council recommended revision of the 
list of diseases for which Extended Sickness Benefit is payable 
under the E.S.I. scheme.
